Nablus notable pushes for 
U.S. mandate in West Bank

The three countries will be 
represented at the Alexandria con- 
ference by their chief autonomy 
negotiators: Premier Muatapha 
Khalil for Egypt, Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, and Sol Lino writ* for 
the U.S.

EEC to set up shop in TA

Israel has given in to the Euro- 
pean Economic Community and 
allowed it to establish its office to 
Tel Aviv rather than in Jerusalem, 
Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt told reporters 
yesterday. 

Israel had been Insisting — sines 
Mosbe Dayan was foreign minister 
— that the bureau be set up In 
Jerusalem. But the Europeans 
remained adamant in their opposi- 
tion. , 

Except for the Netherlands, all 
members of the EEC have their 
national embassies in Tel Aviv. 

The government now plans to 
submit to the Knesset legislation 
which would allow representatives 


of international organizations to 
open their offices in Tei Aviv. 

The EEC has also opened offices 
in a number of Arab capitals, a 
move which weakens Israel's 
status with the Market. 

The establishment of the Tel Aviv 
EEC office, the exact date of which 
is yet to be determined, comes at a 
time when more countries of 
southern Europe will be joining the 1 
Common Market and competing . 
with Israel's agricultural produc- 
tion. 

Israeli officials expect some 
resistance from the ETC not only 
on political issues, but also regar- 1 
ding tariffs. The Europeans 
originally promised to reduce 
tariffs on Imported Israeli citrus , 
fruit, for instance, but have so far" 
failed to do so. 


Israel misses chances 
but gets World Cup draw

TEL AVIV. — Three glorious but 
missed scoring chances cost Israel 
a World Cup victory over Northern 
Ireland at Ramat Gan yesterday. 

A crowd of 40,000 saw Israel and 
Northern Ireland draw 0:0, after a 
keen match. Although falling to 
snap up any of the golden chances 
for goals, thb Israel team played Its 
best game for many years. 

Pat Jennings, one of the finest 
goalkeepers to the world playing 
his- 83rd International, was the 
Irishman most responsible tor 
keeping Israel out, making superb 
saves from Oded Madness and Gi- 
deon Daxnti In the second half. 

.The Yugoslav referee stopped the 
'game for 18 minutes, after 76 
minutes' of play, when an electricity 
cut blacked out part of the 
stadium's floodlighting, darkening 
tiie Irish half of the pitch. It took an 
emergency generator 20 minutes to 
get the -pylon lights hack into full 
operation. 

' Earlier, In the 82nd minute, coach 
Jack Mansell brought on striker 
Odad Machneas for Moshe Garianl 
to add punch to the attack. Within 
one minute Machneas tried a shot at 
the Irish goal, and the team change 
. started a period of heavy pressure 
on the Irish goal. 4 

GJora Spiegel lobbed a series of 
comew Into the Irish goalmouth, 
but the packed defence of 
graenshlrts cleared them all. 


In the 66th minute Rifat "Jim- 
my" Turk, the Israel team's Arab 
player, hammered a free kick onto 
the Irish crossbar from 80 metres. 
Two minutes later Jennings dived 
at the feet of D&rotl.

In the 82nd minute the 'same 
player should have given Israel the 
lead. Machneas paid on a perfect 
pass for Damtl, who ran past Jen- 
nings only to shoot wildly wide. 

In the 84th minute Machneas had 
only Jennings to beat after a 
delightful move between Avl Cohen 
and Spiegel, but Jennings dived at 
Machneas* s feet and smothered the 
ball. In the 88th minute Damtl was 
put through by Ya'acov Cohen and 
with Jennings well off bis line need- 
ed only to judge his lob well to find 
the Irish net.

Carter ‘won’t 
shirk’ tough 
ME decisions

WASHINGTON. — White House 
spokesman Jody Powell yester- 
day defiantly insisted that 
President Jimmy Carter will 
continue to take politically un- 
popular decisions on the Middle 
East it necessary. 

Powell said this while 
acknowledging that Carter had 
lost the New York primary to 
Sen. Edward Kennedy because 
of Jewish resentment over the 
U.S. vote on an anti-Israel 
resolution at the UN. 

Most political observers here 
agreed that the Jewish vote for 
Kennedy — 79 per cent to 21 per 
cent — was not so much an endorse- 
ment of Kennedy as a protest 
against Carter. 

Kennedy's overall margin 'in 
Tuesday's voting in New York was 
SB to 41 per cent. In Connecticut, 
where surveys ranked the 
president's economic policies as a 
major voting issue, Kennedy beat 
Carter 47 to 41 per cent. Jewish 
voters to New York comprised 33 
per cent of the Democratic turnout. 

But despite the two stunning vic- 
tories for Kennedy, Carter la still 
way ahead to the overall race for 
the presidential nomination. 

"At best," one political observer 
said. “Kennedy must still be 
regarded as an outside chance." 

Several top Carter campaign 


strategists, already looking 
towards a likely November election 
against Republican Ronald 
Reagan, fear that continued Jewish 
anger against Cartercould result In 
New York State's going for Reagan. 

Without New York and its large 
electoral vote to the presidential 
sweepstakes, any Democratic 
nominee’s prospects for success 
are severely reduced. 

Reagan, despite his narrow loss 
to Connecticut to former UN Am- 
bassador George Bush, Is still 
regarded as the likely Republican 
nominee, given his large lead in the 
critical delegate count. Bush beat 
Reagan by 59 to 34 per cer.t. John 
Anderson finished a poor third with 
22 per cent. 

The former California governor 
is already making it clear that he 
plans to make a major challenge 
for the Jewish vote. His recent 
statements have been very pro- 
Israel, including endorsements cf 
Israel's settlements and Israeli 
sovereignty over all of Jerusalem. 

With the results from New York 
and Connecticut, Carter currently 
has 748 delegates to Kennedy’s 400. 
It takes 1,668 delegates to win the 
Democratic nomination at the con- 
vention in New York City. . 

On the Republican side, Reagan 
has 292 delegates. Bush has 66 and 
Rep. John Anderson has 45. There 
are 998 delegates needed to 
nominate at the convention this 
summer in Detroit. 


Koch: Protest vote defeated Carter

NEW YORK. — Mayor Edward 
Koch yesterday interpreted Presi- 
dent Jimmy Garter's loss to Sen. 
Edward Kennedy in the 
Democratic primary here as a 
protest vote against U.S. support 
for the recent anti-Israel resolution 
to the UN Security Council. 

'You ha vt Penl a m allgrain to the 
president," Koch told a Jewish 
audience at city hail here yester- 
day. Koch, a long-time Carter sup- 
porter who campaigned for him In 
the primary, did not believe 
Tuesday’s loss would bring about 
an adverse change In the ad- 
ministration's approach to the city. 

On the contrary, said the Jewish 
mayor. New York had become 
"even nearer and dearer to the 
president" after the primary set- 
back. 

At the same time, Koch said he 
opposed Israel's settlement policy 
on the West Bank, which he termed 
"counter-productive." 

India gives full 
diplomatic status 
to PLO mission 

NEW DELHI. — The Indian 
government announced yesterday 
that it was granting full diplomatic 
status to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization mission to New Delhi. 

External Affairs Minister P.V. 
Narastmha R&o told Parliament 
that PLO leader Yasser Arafat had 
also been invited to pay an official 
visit to India and will arrive 
tomorrow for a two-day stay. 

Rao said that India had always 
supported the PLO to the UN and 
other international bodies and 
"granting full diplomatic status to 
the PLO. therefore, is but another 
logical step.” 

The Indian government 
recognizes Israel, but does not have 
full diplomatic relations with 
Jerusalem. Israel has been per- 
mitted to maintain a consulate In 
Bombay, but there is no official In- 
dian representation in IsraeL 
Reports from Bonn yesterday 
said that a PLO delegation spon- 
sored by a group of pro-Arab 
Bundestag deputies of the Social- 
Liberal coalition, will visit the West 
German capital some time next 
month. The same delegation, head- 
ed by the PLO spokesman for 
foreign policy, Chaiid el-Hassan, 
will also visit Paris, London, 
Brussels and the European 
Parliament's headquarters in 

Strasbourg. 

A Bonn government spokesman 
told reporters that he knew nothing 
of any planned meetings with 
government officials. 

(Reuter. JTA) 
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But It was in America's Interest 
to support a strong Israel, which 
was the only reliable ally the U.S. 
has in the Middle East, he said. 

"We should never join the ban- 
dits." said Koch, placing in that 
category those who succumbed to 
“Arab blackmail at the UN." 

He noted that the U.S. position at 
the UN had gone from opposition to 
r.bslcnticr., and c.cat r-jcenl 2« to 
support of anti-Israel resolutions. 

Although recently criticized from 
within the Jewish community, Koch 
said he stood by his description of 
the role played in anti-Israel 
moves by the "gang of five." He 
said the five — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, UN envoy Donald 
McHenry, White House security ad- 
viser Zbigniew Brzezinski, State 
Department official Harold 
Saunders and former UN am- 
bassador Andrew Young — were 
not evil or anti-Semites. 

He said they are "nice, decent 
people." Nevertheless he stood by 
his description of them.

Tatnir vows to block 


uprooting settlements

TEL AVIV. — Justice Minister 
Shrauel Tamir said yesterday that 
if a court orders the dismantling of 
a Jewish settlement, he would in- 
itiate retroactive legislation to 
nullify that ruling. 

Tamir was seeking to persuade 
representatives of West Bank and 
Gaza Strip settlers to end their 
hunger strike.

no real legal danger to the Jewish 
settlements in the administered , 
territories. 


Allan Bronfman, at 85

I speak for hundreds of people who 
want to settle in Galilee, In the 
Golan, in the Jordan Rift, and in the 
Arava. but wbo cannot do SO for 
lack of housing. The budget doesn’t 
give even a modest answer to this 
problem. It is a budget without 
Zionism. 

Naftali Feder (AUgnznent- 
Mapam): The Labour movement 
established a good and cheap 
genera] health service, but the pre- 
sent government is destroying it.

Electricity cost may go up— 
without a price increase 


Hebron quiet on anniversary 
of Egypt-Lsrael peace treaty

The government baa discovered a 
method of raising prices without in- 
creasing the cost of living index — 
by reducing the period of credit to 
consumers on its electricity bills. 

After the economic cabinet decld- 
ed to defer a price increase for fuel 
and electricity until after Fessah, 
contrary to the request of Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, the. 
minister decided to achieve a 
similar effect by shortening the 
period In which consumers must 
pay their bills. The move must stOl 
be- approved by tbe Knesset 
Finance Committee, which will 
meet today to discuss the subject. 

Moda’i 'a plan is to cut the credit 
period from the present average of 
20 to 25 days to 15 days. The result 
will be to shorten the period of 
credit over last year from 45 days to 
15. This means a real rise in the 
electricity rate of at least 5 per 
cent, an increase that will not show 
up in the C-o-L index. 

Moda’i estimates some lS75m. 
will be absorbed from the economy 
by the move, 


Moda’i also claims that absorp- 
tion of the IS75m. will result in a 
reduction of the Electric Cor- 
poration’s financing costs, thus 
diminishing the need to raise the 
rates in the future. 

Another significant feature of 
the proposal before- the Finance 
Committee today is that cqpamners 
will have to pay 50 per cent of the 
MU for the current period of con- 
sumption in advance, as compared 
with only 40 per cent now. A year 
ago consumers paid far electricity 
only after It was need. 


' The change of method during the 
year resulted In constantly in- 
creasing electric bills. 

Reuven Karshai, head - of the 
prices department at the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, agreed last 
night that shortening the period of 
credit is the same as increasing 
prices, and thus should normally be 
reflected in the C-o-L Index. But be . 
admitted that because of the 
method used to calculate the index 
it was impossible to measure all 
price rises resulting from reduced 
credit-in -the- economy. ■ ■ ■ .

Xn the past Gazans have 
responded only half-heartedly to 
strike calls. 

Yesterday’s . quiet contrasted , 
‘sharply with reaction in the_ad- , 
ministered territories to the signing 
of the peace .treaty exactly one year 


ago. Then, life in both the West 
Bank and Gaza came to a standstill 
in the largest general strike since 
1987. 

Yesterday's planned meeting in 
the Hebron municipality, the scene 
of angry protests on Monday, was 
prevented when the military 
authorities informed participants 
that they were not permitted into 
the building.

Three acquitted in Haifa’s 
Yad Labanim fraud case 


HAIFA (Xtlm). — The District 
Court yesterday acquitted three 
people of fraud ln connection with 
the construction of the Tad 
Labanim aoldlera* memorial and 
the Beit H&lohem soldiers' recrea- 
tion centre. 

The accused were contractor Uri 
Belzovaky. owner of Url Engineer- 
ing and Building Ltd., Halm Pik. 
municipal supervisor of the project, 
and Ylsrael Jacomo, deputy direc- 
tor of building in the city engineer's 
office. They were cleared of the 
charges of submitting false ac- 
counts, conspiring to commit a 
crime and fraudulent acquisition of 
goods. . 

The investigation against the 
three began with a complaint to 
police from David Yanai, the- pro- 
ject's architect, ln 1077. He claimed 
the three had made changes in the 
building plans, for which the city 
paid exorbitant prices, and said the 
municipality and the veterans' 
organisation In charge of,the pro- 
ject had been negligent in their 
supervision.

TEL AVIV. — The Knesset's in- 
terior committee yesterday ap- 
proved a burial society's request to 
establish a new cemetery bordering 
on Tel Aviv's R&m&t Aviv Glmcl 
quarter, despite strong opposition 
from the quarter’s residents and 
tbe TCI Aviv municipality. 

In an emergency meeting last 
night, the Ramat Aviv Gimel 
residents committee vowed to fight 
the cemetery plans "to the bitter 
end" and announced a mass 
demonstration next week to protest 
"the destruction" of their 
neighbourhood. 

The burial society acquired the 
land for the new cemetery four 
years ago. before tbe Ramat Aviv 
Gimel quarter was built. Tbe 
quarter's residents, consisting of 
some 2.200 young families and a 
large number of war widows, claim 
that a cemetery ln their 
“backyard" would ruin their 


neighbourhood and be a depressing 
reminder to the war widows. 

The land designated for the 
cemetery was worth some 1350m. 
(XL500m.) lour years ago. It was 
requisitioned from private owners 
and sold to the burial society for 
ISi.Sm. (ILlSm.), Ramat Aviv 
Gimel residents said yesterday. 
“And they probably Intend to sell 
each plot for astronomical prices," 
one resident added. 

The decision to establish the 
cemetery was withheld for almost a 
year because tbe municipality sup- 
ported the residents' cause. But 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg an- 
nounced that he would support the 
Knesset interior committee's deci- 
sion on the Issue. 

Tel Aviv Deputy Mayor David 
Shiftman yesterday said that the 
municipality had presented the 
Knesset committee with an alter- 
native plan to expand the Ktryat 
Sbau) graveyard, instead of 
building a new one ln Ramat Aviv 
Gimel. 


Histadrut wants free lrindeagartens

TEL AVIV. — The Hlstadrut's Cen- 
tral Consumer Authority yesterday 
called on the government to virtual- . 
ly “nationalize" all the private 
kindergartens ln the country. 

At a press conference here 
Nuhzat Katzav, head of the CCA, 
said that all children receive a free 
education according to law except 
the approximately 80,000 toddlers 
who are under compulsory 
kindergarten age (five years old). 
She said the time had come to grant 
these children a free education too. 

She said that CCA officials and 
parents of children ln private 
kindergartens will hold talks with 
Education and Finance Ministry of- 
ficials during the coming weeks. 

The price to send a 8- or 4-year-old 
to a private kindergarten is to go up 
next week from 13163 to 1S1B0 a 
month. 


Katzav added that. If the govern- 
ment subsidizes the education of 3- 
and 4-year-olds, It will be able to in- 
spect the schools to make sure that 
the private kindergartens are 
teaching according to standards. 

Parents of 8- and 4-year-olds in 
private kindergartens now claim 
that there is very little inspection 
by education officials 

The parents also claim that the 
union of private kindergarten 
teachers is a very strong one and 
that both the Ministry of Education 
and parents fear it 

Parents say they are afraid to 
complain because, if they do, their 
child may be expelled from the 
kindergarten. A working mother 
whose child is expelled from 
kindergarten and cannot find 
another kindergarten for him must 
atop working, the parents com- 
plain.

Cairo students demand 
deportation of shah 


CAIRO. — About 700 Moslem fun- 
damcntallst students demonstrated 
at Cairo University yesterday 
against the deposed shah of Iran, 
who has been granted asylum in 
Egypt* 

The students, who belong to a 
shadowy organization called "the 
Islamic groupings," milled around 
inside the main campus shouting 
slogans denouncing the shah. 

“The shah is corrupt and by 
hosting him here we are drawing 
corruption to us,*' the students 
chanted. Campus guards watched 
%the demonstration closely but let it 
proceed without incident. 

President Anwar Sadat invited 
the shah here because, he said, it 
. conformed to Islamic teachings of 
tolerance and forgiveness, unlike 
- the regime of “vengeance and 
hatred" of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

But the students, while not direct- 
ly mentioning Sadat, made it clear 
they disagreed. 

“We have shown our opposition to 
many things this regime has said 
' and done," said an unidentified stu- 
dent who addressed the group. 
“The last of them is the welcoming 
of the shah to Egypt." 

The students sounded the some 
■ line as militant Moslems in Iran, 
who maintain the shah killed scores 
of his countrymen and robbed Iran 
of billions of dollars during his 38 
years of rule. But the student who 
addressed the crowd emphasized 
that "We have no Intention of kill- 
ing him and we do not intend to 


Blacks’ most popular hotel 
in Salisbury shut by police 


SALISBURY. — Police, given a 
free hand by Prime Minister- 
designate Robdrt Mugabe to stamp 
out black banditry, closed 
Salisbury's most popular black 
hotel yesterday on grounds that 


violent crimes by Mugabe sup- 
porters had been committed in the 
establishment. 

A police spokesman said an order 
issued in terms of the long-standing 
emergency powers regulations was 
served on the owner of the Mushan- 
dira Favwe Hotel, closing it until 
further notice. 

Located in the Highfield 
township, the hotel is the hub of 
night life for Africans in Salisbury. 
It is owned by a businessman who 
supported Mugabe In the recent 
British-supervised election and is 
frequented by officials of Mugabe's 
ZANU(PP) party. 

The police spokesman said that 
on Tuesday^ a Mack w oman believed 
to 'support a rival black party had 
been abducted and taken to the 
hotel, where she was interrogated. 
She escaped by Jumping out of aae- 


cond floor window, fracturing her 
pelvis and both legs, the spokesman 
said. 

In another incident, an off-duty 
policeman was taken from one of 
the hotel's bars to a room, where he 
was assaulted, tortured and robb- 
ed, the spokesman said. He, too, 
jumped out of a second-floor win- 
dow to escape and broke a leg, the 
spokesman' said. 

The closure is expected to give 
rise to widespread resentment 
among blacks in Salisbury. 

Mugabe does not take power from 
toe British interim government un- 
til April 18. On Tuesday night he ad- 
dressed the nation on radio and 
television In an effort to stamp out 
black labour unrest and violence.

But the official Middle East News 
Agency quoted Dr. Fuad Nour, one 
of the 13-man medical team 
treating the shah, as saying that 
removing the spleen was the only 
way to get rid of the cancer which 
has spread in the lymph nodes. 

In Teheran, the secretary of 
Iran’s ruling Revolutionary Council 
yesterday expressed support for 
putting the U.S. embassy hostages 
on trial if the deposed shah and his 
wealth are not returned to Iran. But 
Ayatollah' Mohammed Beheshti 
declined to predict when such a 
trial would take place and said a 
decision on whether to stage it 
would have to be made by parlia- 
ment, not the revolutionary co uncil .

— British Olympic team 
organizers, in a head-on collision 
with Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher over participation in tha 
Moscow games, yesterday issued 
an urgent public appeal for money 
to send sportsmen to the Soviet 
Union. 

The British Olympic fund has 
reached little more than the half- 
way point in its target of £lm. 
(IS90m.) to finance a team. The- 
British government, whioh has 
demanded a boycott of the games 
because of the Soviet Invasion of 
Afghanistan, has refused to make 
up the difference. 

The British Olympic Association 
on Tuesday voted by almost three- 
to-one to attend the July games. 
The decision to go to Moscow was 
the first reached by a malor 
Western Olympics association and 
It placed Thatcher In an em- 


barrassing situation as she had 
become the toughest .Western cam- 
paigner for a boycott 
But Prince Philip, husband of 
Queen Elizabeth n, will not attend 
the Olympic Games, government 
sources made clear yesterday.

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(UPI). — A Vietnamese refugee 
boat with 73 persons aboard sank 
after a night-time collision with an 
unidentified vessel, drowning 67 of 
the refugees in one of the worst 
tragedies to hit the “boat people" in 
recent months, police said yester- 
day. 

The refugee boat was wrecked to 
the collision on Monday night as it 
was approaching the fishing village 
of Kuala Trengganu on the 
northeast coast about 480 km from 
Kuala Lumpur. 

Only 18 survivors, 13 of them 
children, were rescued by 
fishermen, the police spokesman 
said. Two of the survivors were 
hospitalized and the rest admitted 


to a nearby refugee camp. 

The other boat Involved In the 
collision has not been Identified. It 
was believed to be a Malaysian 
vessel. 


PARIS (Reuter). — Libyan fighters 
fired warning bursts at a French 
reconnaissance aircraft patrolling 
about 85 kms off the Libyan coast 
on Sunday, the newspaper "Le 
Monde" said yesterday.

He says he understands Gush

THE GOVERNMENT'S decision to 
establish two Jewish Institutions, in

Defamation League otB’nal B’rlth. ' 

"We wouldn’t tell Israel how to-, 
develop its policy,” said Greetaiberg 
In an interview with The Jerusalem 
Poe t “But we 'would say that there, 
are some policies more understan- ' 
-dable to American Jews and to non- 
Jewish supporters of Israel. 

"While many recognize that 
Israel should ' have some 
settlements — like N&hal outposts 
— as early-warning devices on the ' 
West Bank, it’ll be difficult to show 
Hebron as a settlement established 
for security.” 

Greenberg, & California lawyer ' 
and civic leader, noted that while 
Israeli policy can’t be tailored to 
American public and government' 
■opinion, there is no. need to make, 
unnecessary decisions that, confuse 
or anger them. 

The Hebron decision, Greenberg 
asserted, diverted attention from 
"basic issues like the status of 
Jerusalem and the' make-up of 
governing bodies in the autonomous ' 
area." 

The nomenclature used in Israel 
for taking Arab lands for the public 
domain are repeated in the 
American press and cause mis- 
understanding. "People don’t 
realize that the government pays 7 
fair compensation for ‘ex-, 
propriated’ or ’confiscated* lands." .

He was the first of the can- 
didates to say — in August 1979 — 
that Israel la of strategic interest to 
theU-S.” , • - 

Greenberg doesn’t think that a 
Carter victory Is by any means cer- 
tain. Because of Americans’ worry 
over domestic issues, several 
Republican candidates have a good 
chance of beating the incumbent. 
He also predicts that, unlike four 
years ago, the Democratic Party 
platform will not this time call for 
the moving of the U.S. embassy to 
Jerusalem.

In the render- 
ing of the Schumann Concerto he 
displayed pleasant, but slightly 
pale, technical and interpretative 
qualities and involvement. His solo 
performance - inspired --the 
orchestra, though sometimes it was 
a bit too loud. 

Doron Salomon, a 80-year-old 
conductor, directed with very large 
movements, mare extensively Hum 
Intensively. Somehow he did not in- 
spire the musicians to produce their 
best; the reading of the opening 
early Mozart symphony was listless 
and unimpressive. 

As the marathon had started ear- 
ly a large part of the audience left 
after the Schumann. Those who 
stayed were treated to the premiere 
of an Interesting short Duet for 
Flute and Orchestra by Rullk Ferla 
— with Yael Ronen playing the solo 
part — and a rather characterless 
rendition of the "Scottish' 
symphony. 

All four young composers are 
pupils of Prof. Abel Ehrlich at the 
Rubin Academy OfiMusic, Tel Aviv 
University.

IT’S NOT every day that one has the 
opportunity of seeing a father and 
son on the same podium. 
.Markevitch senior conducted 
Tchaikovsky’s "Pathetique'’ in the 
second part; Markevitch junior 
took charge of Brahms* Variations 
and his father's Partita for Piano 
and Small Orchestra. 

Igor Markevitch is one of the tru- 
ly great conductors of our time. 
Oleg Markevitch, 28, is a gifted and 
promising beginner. But one can 
already ’discern certain 
similarities. 

Like Us father, Oleg's musical 
conception originates from within. 

It is well projected on the perfor- 
ming body and determines the 
character of the interpretation. 
Oleg, like Us father, seems to shun 
externals and showy effects, con- 
centrating instead on the essence. 
Yet despite, or perhaps because of 
this- his Brahms sounded somewhat 
cool and detached. 

Young Markevitch’s inner tran- 
quillity may be standing in the way 
of greater direct Involvement. 

Some of the variations dragged 
slightly, others failed to offer suf- 
ficient musical activity. On the 
other hand, there was firmness and 
an impressive sense of progression 
from one variation to another In an- 
ticipation of the finale. 

Igor Markevitcfa's Partita is 
characteristic of some of the con- 
spicuous trends of the 1980s ; 
modality, permissiveness, motor- 
like motion, and strong dissonance. 
The music reminds one strongly of 
Stravinsky and Prokofiev. 

The solo part was brilliantly 
played by Nicole Afriat, who dis- 
played virtuosity and remarkable 
percussive power. 

The peak of the evening was 
Tchaikovsky's symphony. Of 
almost classical conscisness. It was 
different from all other versions I 
have encountered. Shunning 
overexposure of certain elements, 
avoiding tendentious inter- 
pretations, Igor Markevitch achiev- 
ed a nobility of feeling which seem- 
ed to restore this abused work to Its 
rightful position. 

Markevltch's hold of the 
orchestra Is magical, his conduc- 
ting technique fascinating. The 
orchestra responded with a splen- 
did performance.

SecOah i4BCt>T the Munfclpeiitle* 
Ordinance (as amended In 1978) 
lays down that the council shall 
elect a control committee whose 
functions shall be to consider the 
reports of .the State Comptroller 
and the municipal controller on the 
working of the municipal council 
and submit its conclusions and 

recommendations ^ the council. 

This section provides further that 
the control committee shall consist 
of no more than, seven members 
and shall be drawn. *e far as possi- 
ble, from all the faction* 
represented on the council, with the 
proviso that the mayor and Ms 
deputies may not ierve on it, and 
that the chairman of the committee 
shall not be a member of the 
mayor's political faction. 

- On the return day Mr. I. Merhavi 
appeared for the petitioners and 
Mr. A. Bebr for the respondents. 

JUDGMENT 

JUSTICE BARAK, who delivered 
the first opinion at the High Court ol 
Justice, discussed in comprehen- 
sive detail the question of conflict of 
interest with respect to public func- 
tionaries, with special emphasis os 
the rule of natural Justice which 
deems it objectionable for a public 
servant to be placed In a situation 
where there la a real risk of bias, 
and on the doctrine of fiduciary 
relationships which demands com- 
plete loyalty to the function which 
the public servant is appointed to 
serve and debars dual loyalties. 

In so far as the particular case 
under consideration is co n cerned. 
Justice Barak noted that the ques- 
tion which It raises is whether there 
Is .a real possibility of a conflict of 
interasts due to tlx fact that the se- 
cond respondent is both a member 
of the m ana g em e nt committee of 
the Petah Tlkva municipal council 
and the chairman of ita control 
committee. The function of the 
management committee, he 
pointed out, is to assist the mayor, 
who is the executive authority of 
the municipal council and the per- 
son responsible for its proper func- 
tioning. On the other hand the fuse* 
tlon of the control committee la to

receive the reports of the State 
Comptroller and the municipal con- 
troller, and in particular the 
latter 4 * inspection reports on the 
mayor's conduct, of municipal af- 
fairs. to digest these reports and the 
mayor's comments on them, and 
make critical recommendations to 
the municipal council. In other 
words, he noted, it Is the task of the 
control committee to bring the fin- 
dings of the control authorities to 
the attention of the municipal coun- 
cil and recommend measures to be 
taken following upon these reports. 

If. therefore, he continued, the se- 
cond respondent is both a member 
of the management committee and 
the chairman of the control com- 
mittee. It would appear that he 
would be called upon. In hie letter' 
capacity, to' take a stand on the way 
the management committee con- 
ducts its affairs, and this truly 
provides a real possibility of bias 
and rival, dual loyalties — which 
constitutes a conflict of Interest. 
And even, he held, tf the conflict is 
not between a public Interest and a 
private one. but between two public 
Interests, this Is also unacceptable 
in accordance with the loaal com- 
mon law on conflict of interests (see 
H.C. 293/84, 1 P.D. 19/572). 

Tor. while It may be presumed 
that the second respondent would 
do his best to carry out hia overlap- 
ping functions, the law demands 
that he not be exposed to the un- 
tenable situation where he might be 
called upon to make crltioal

recommendations with respect to 
his own acts. This would not only 
prejudice the work of the control 
committee, but it would undermine 
the public’s confidence in the 
machinery of inspection and con- 
trol. 

It is true, continued Justice 
Barak, that there are occasions 
when the conflict of interest Is so 
■light that the rule against it can be 
bent. But this is not one of those oc- 
casions, the mere fact that the issue 
concerns an elected political body 
being insufficient to negate the 
applicability of the conflict of in- 
terest doctrine. On the contrary, 
every person who serves the public 
must avoid conflicts of interest and 
this applies particularly to persona 
who have been elected by the 
public, are continually in the public 
eye and should serve as an exam- 
ple. 

There are other occasions, he 
held, when the prohibition against 
conflict of interests must perforce 
be Ignored because of necessity 
(see H.C. 098/77, 3 P.D. 32/161). 
This happens when, for example, 
public servants serving on control 
committees are required by Jaw to 
draw conclusions with regard to 
their own administrative acts (as 
provided for In the Planning and 
Building Law). Although such a 
situation la to be deplored, there is 
no alternative^ In the face of an ex- 
press provision of law, but to 
refrain from applying the conflict 
of Interest doctrine In such cases. 
However, in the present case there 
was no such necessity, since there 
was nothing to prevent a distribu- 
tion of functions in the municipal 
council in such a way as to preclude 
a member of the management com- 
mittee’s serving also on the control 
committee. 

It might also happen. Justice 
Barak went on to point out, that a 
provision of law expressly excludes 
the application of the doctrine of 
conflicting interests. In fact, the 
respondents' counsel had argued 
that section 149C of the 
Municipalities Ordinance does just 
that with respect to membership on 
the control committee. For, in his 
opinion, the legislature, by laying 
down who are eligible for election to 
this committee and who are not 
eligible, thereby sealed the list of 
non-ellglbles. In. other words*. the 
respondents' counsel argued that 
since the law provides expressly 
that the mayor and his deputies are 
not eligible for election to the con- 
trol committee, and that anyone 
from the mayor's political faction 
may not be chairman of that com- 
mittee, that closed the list of ln- 
eligibles and left no room for the 
courts to add to It. 

He could not accept this argu- 
ment, held Justice Barak, as it has 
already been laid down by the 
Supreme Court in the past that only 
a clear and expre ss provision of law 
can negate the application of the 
rules of natural Justice, including 
the rule concerning oonflicte ol in- 
terest, and there Is no such clear 
and unequivocal provision in sec- 
tion 149C of the Municipalities Or- 
dinance. Nor could it be said that 
the disqualification of the mayor 
and his deputies from serving on' 
the control committee meant, by 
implication, that no other persons 
could be disqualified even if, by ser- 


ving on that committee, they would 
Infringe the conflict of interest 
rules. For this would not be consis- 
tent w|;h the legislative purpose 
behind the introduction of control 
committees for municipal councils, 
that purpose being, on the one band, 
to establish that It Is the mayor who 
Is the executive authority of the 
municipality and, on the other 
hand, to create a means of checks 
and balances with respect to his ac- 
tivities. To this end it was vital not 
only to ensure the objective In- 
dependence of the municipal comp- 
troller but also to strengthen the 
control committee and infuse the 
public with confidence in lta ac- 
tivities. 

The final conclusion to be drawn, 
held Justice Barak, is that the se- 
cond respondent cannot serve on 
both the management committee 
and the control committee, and as 
his service on the latter was 
challenged by the petitioners, he 
should be disqualified from serving 
as chairman of the control com- 
mittee. 

On the other hand, Justice Barak 
concluded, he could not make the 
second part of the order nisi ab- 
solute by Issuing an order to the 
effect that only a member of the op- 
position should serve as chairman 
of the control committee since 
there was nothing in the law to 
Justify this. 

Justice Sector 

In a dissenting judgment Justice 
Bechor held that the actual inspec- 
tion and control of the mayor's acts 
are carried out by the municipal 
comptroller and the State Comp- 
troller on a regular basis, and the 
only function of the control com- 
mittee is to receive the Inspection 
reports and submit their own com- 
ments and recommendations 
thereon to the municipal council. In 
other words, the control committee 
serves as a funnel for the comp- 
trollers* reports and does not act in 
any control capacity itself. 

The legislature had clearly and 
expressly laid down, he continued, 
which raenbers of the council may 
serve on the control committee, and 
which may not, and which 
members may not chair that com- 
mittee. and he could see no causa 
for broadening the list of ineUgibles i 
on the grounds of natural justice. 
For after all. he continued, the 
management committee Is only an 
advisory committee whose advice 
the mayor is entitled to take or re- 
ject at will, and the control Is aimed 
at the acts of the mayor and not at 
those of the management com- 
mittee, even though this committee 
might be a link in the ad- 
ministrative chain. 

There may be some who think 
that only members of the opposition 
should serve on the control com- 
mittee, continued Justice Bechor, 
but such a proposition had been re- 
jected even by Justice Barak. 
There may also be more satisfac- 
tory solutions to the problem of dis- 
posal of functions amongst the 
members of the municipal councils. 
But the courts should be very cir- 
cumspect in seeking such solutions 
by way of interpretation so as not to 
frustrate the arrangements provid- 
ed for by the legislature. The 
legislature had excepted only a 
member of the mayor's political 
faction from being chairman of tbe 
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control committee — and it was 
only to the second respondent's 
chairmanship that the petitioners 
objected, and not to his 
membership in the committee — 
and he could see no cause for ad- 
ding to this short list by judicial in- 
terpretation. As the second respon- 
dent Is not a member of the mayor’s 
■political faction he thought, con- 
cluded Justice Bechor, that the 
order nW should be discharged. 

Jtntiee Cohn 

The difference of opinion between 
his two colleagues, said Justice 
Cohn, is an age-old one: whether a 
law should be read literally, or 
whether it was proper to read its 
legislative purpose into a law over 
and above the bare working. Both 
these approaches are correct, he 
he.ld, depending on the cir- 
cumstances. In criminal law, for 
example, the law should be literally 
construed, the legislature's words 
serving as a kind of magna carta 
tor the accused; and he tor his part 
thought that the system of literal in- 
terpretation should be used also In 
eases where the law empowers 
government authorities to deprive 
citizens of some of their rights, or to 
restrict them, as well as In cases 
where the law imposes duties on the 
individual citizen. 

On the other hand, however, con- 
tinued Justice Cohn, laws which are 
intended for the protection of the 
citizen, or for conferring benefits on 
him should be liberally interpreted: 
and where the Intention of the 
legislature, or the purpose of the 
law. or just plain justice, calls for 
it. he. himself, would be prepared to 
go so far as to read provisions into 
the laws concerned which are not 
contained in them but which be 
thought ought to be. Nor could such 
interpretation necessarily be deem- 
ed to be "judicial enactment" and 
trespassing on the preserves of the 
legislature. For, all that the judge 
would be doing would be to read 
between the lines of the law In order 
to fathom tbe intention of the 
legislature and pave tbe way to 
realizing It. 

Turning to the case under con- 
sideration. Justice Cohn noted that 
section 149C, by laying down that 
control must, and not may, be 
elected, indicated clearly the 
legislature's intention of ensuring 
that any criticism levelled by the 
State Comptroller or the municipal 
comptroller should not fall on deaf 
ears, but should be brought up for 
discussion in the municipal council, 
together with the control com- 
mittee's suggestions and 
recommendations. In other words, 
the control committee plays an 
honourable role in the check and 
balance process and in order to 
fulfil this role effectively each «m 
every member of the committee 
must take a lively interest in the 
success of its functions and not be 
interested, in shelving its findings. 
Nor could'It be assumed that only_ 
members of the opposition would be* 
Interested In successful inspection 
and control. On the contrary. It was 
quite legitimate for the legislature 
to presume that every member of 
the municipal council would be 
sincerely Interested in seeing ap- 
propriate action being taken by the 
municipal council in response to 
control reports. 


If, therefore, the legislature hadl 
declared that every member of >' 
municipal council was eligible .t$- 
serve on the control committee 
would, held Justice Cohn, have sup*~ 
pressed his own fears aft4- 
reapected this wish. But once th;» 
legislature had expressly dxK 
qualified certain members of the- 
management committee from aer-* 
ving on the control committee, fqr 
the human and humane reason tb'aE 
they are the executives who 
subject to inspection and control,, 
then there would appear to be no 
reason why other members of the 
management committee, who are 
at least potential executives, since 
the mayor may delegate duties to 
them, should not be similarly dis- 
qualified. 

In other words, in order to realize’’, 
the transparent Intention of Lhif - 
leglslature and achieve the purpose 
of the law, the court should inter- 
pret the words "the mayor and his 
deputies" in section 149C(2) as In- 
cluding the remaining members of 
the management committee. This; 
broad Interpretation would ensurd', 
tor the benefit of the taxpayers,' 
that the process of control over the 
management of their town’s affairs 
was efficient and objective, and the 
controlled were not also the con- 
trollers. 

He agreed, therefore, concluded 
Justice Cohn, that the second 
respondent should be disqualified 
from serving as chairman of the- 
control committee and the order 
nisi made absolute with respect to 
this part of the petition only and not 
with respect to that part calling tor 
the appointment of a member of the 
opposition as chairman of the con- 
trol committee. , !

During the government’s 11 
months In office, Howe has already 
cut government spending by la^so. 
(57.7b. ). He forecast further cuts in 
the fiscal year beginning April 1 of 
£i.5b. (53.3b.). 

The cuts have mainly hit 
nationalized industries and 
“welfare state" social 
programmes. 


World airlines groan under 
burden of rising fuel costs

The Israel hotel stamp war seems 
to be drawing to a close, but no one 
is sure who is the winner. 

The war began about a year and a 
half ago, when the Tel Aviv 
Sheraton developed a scheme to en- 
courage business accounts. Using a 
replica of a bank book, the hotel 
Issued a stamp for every 
night a business used. Fifteen 
stamps filled a page. grants* the 
business a free night at the hotel, 
either for use in the normal course 
of activities, of as a bonus to an 

employee. .. „ 

Then about a year ago. the Dan 
Hotel chain came out with a similar 
gimmick. The Dan chain gave its 
clients "basketball score carts, 
with point stamps to be pasted on. 
with 26 stamps for their free night. 

Sheraton general 
Harold Richman claims that the 
Idea came to the Dan by way of an 
employee who left him to go to the 
opposition. Dan chain general 
manager Simon Cooper swears his 
staff came up with the Idea In- 
dependently. . „ 

In any case. Richman, feeling the 
gimmick was his, morally if not 
legally, called on the Dan to oease 
and desist. By using stamps, he 


said, the Dan people were confusing 
the customers. . „ 

The Dan promised to apologize, 
and come up with a different gim- 
mick. Cooper says he also pfomised 
to “compensate" customers con- 
fused by the two sets of stamps. 

The Dan’s answer came out 
recently in. a brochure mailed to Its- 
business clients. As “compen- 
sation" customers using both the 
Sheraton and Dan hotels can use 
the Sheraton stamps for a free night 
at one of the Dan Hotels. 

' “Confused." the brochure reads, 
“Sheraton gives free room nights at 
1 hotel through a Bonus Bank stamp 
game. Dan gives free room nights 
(with breakfast) at 6 hotels through 
a Dan Basketball stamp game. 
Then it goes on to say that clients 
can use the Sheraton stamps on 
their Dan cards if they have at least 
60 per cent Dan stamps on the card. 

Meanwhile, the brochure says, 
the Dan “Special Forces game unit, 
code name G.A.N. (Games Are 
Nice)” would work out a different 
system to replace the stamps,

The estimated total fuol coat to 
airlines for the period 1979-1980 will 
be 58.8b, against 54.6b. for the 
period 1978-1979 and 51.6b. for 1973- 
1974. it said. 

Many states impose direct taxa- 
tion on aviation fuel supplied for In- 
ternational flights, the report said, 
and further charge "considerably 
over the free market price." 

Airlines complained further that 
there is too great a time lag 
between fuel price increases and 
-approval by governments of com- 
pensatory fare and freight rate 
boosts, while "certain governments 
are reluctant to approve increases 
for whatever reason." 

The report said airlines are suf- 
fering unfairly from the soaring 
price of oil, as they consume less 
than 4 per cent of total world crude 
oil products.

The health centre,, which will 
offer day care clinics in all com- 
munity health services, is slated for 
construction in Shei kh Jarrah, in 
the wadi below the Hadaflflah 
Hospital on Mt. Scopus. 

Dr. Leo From, a Jewish Basle at- 
torney . initiated the fund, per- 
suading the Basle canton to con- 
tribute 60,000 Swiss francs, and the 
Basle muni cipality to contribute 

10.000 Swiss francs. (It was in the 


Basle town hall that the First 
Zionist Congress was held.) The 
remaining 200,000 francs is from 
private contributions raised by 
From. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
said yesterday that he has a com- 
mitment from- the Health Ministry 
to take over responsibility tor the 
clinic. An Arab doctor has already 
been appointed to provide advice 
during construction and organisa- 
tion of the facility. The Jerusalem 
Foundation has already located the 
additional funds necessary tor con- 
struction, Kollek said. 

“The founding concept of the 
Basle fund is to target the money 
for humanitarian purposes, 
specifically institutions that ‘ex- 
emplify and promote peaceful 
neighbourly relation a hetween 
Christians, Jews and Moslems .

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Carter’s real problems 

THE RESULTS of Tuesday's Democratic presidential 
primaries in the states of New York and Connecticut, in which 
Senator Edward Kennedy trounced President Carter lor the 
first time outside Jris own home state of Massachusetts, are 
more an indicator of Mr. Carter’s uncertain hold on the national 
electorate than of Mir. Kennedy’s chances for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Ted Kennedy needed the New York win badly. Had he lost that 
popular state, his candidacy would have folded. With this 
week's victory under his belt he still has a steep uphill fight 
ahead of him. Mr. Carter may still be able, despite his double 
defeat, to sew up all the delegates needed for a first ballot win at 
the party conventioh. 

In the coming primaries Senator Kennedy will also lank the 
large Jewish vote which was a major factor contributing to the 
magnitude of his victories in New York and Connecticut. 

The Jewish vote, which went against Mr. Carter by 80:20 in 
New York, was obviously Influenced by the recent d ism al per- 
formance of the president — and his foreign policy establish- 
ment — at the UN on the issue of the West Bank and Jerusalem. 
Yet it would seem that the Jewish vote in New York and Connec- 
ticut reflected a hardening attitude towards Mr. Carter, based 
on a record predating the latest /aux pas at the Security Council. 
It was further underlined by the studied neutrality of the 
national spokesman, of the Jewish establishment and of the 
Israel lobby in Washington. 

Those sophisticated professionals must have had sufficient 
political reasons not to take a public stand against the president. 
The average Jewish voter, however, may well have concluded 
that Mr. Carter Is cither basically Inimical to Israel, as shown 
early on by his brutally frank confrontation with former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin; or that he is too confused and weak to 
control the Arabists and '‘dfl-flrsters” in his State Department. 

With New York behind him, Mr. Carter need no longer worry 
too much about the Jewish vote. He may, however, legitimately 
be concerned with the strange trend of America's presidential 
fortunes during the past 20 years. 

Since 1960 no U.S. president has served the full constitutional- 
ly allowed and politically normal two terms in office. John 
Kennedy was assassinated ; Lyndon Johnson had to forgo a try 
for a full second term because of the Vietnam War; Richard 
Nixon ignominiously. resigned as the only way to escape im- 
peachment on the Watergate issues; and- Gerald Ford lost his 
first bid for a full term , to newcomer Jimmy Carter. 

2h the wake of Vietnam and Watergate, a more worldly and 
cynical generation of American voters seems to have turned to 
nay-saying; Hie erratic Ted Kennedy Is not exactly the darling 
of the American public, and certainly not of New York Jewish 
voters. This week's pro-Kennedy vote was more in the nature of 
an anti-Carter protest demonstration. 

By the same token the septuagenarian Ronald Reagan, who 
has apparently assured himself of the Republican nomination 
by his victory, to New York, is anything but the fair-haired boy of 
the American electorate: 

The polls have been saying that Gov. Reagan is the 
Republican contender least likely to beat the president. But in 
an atmosphere of nay-saying it is not a foregone conclusion that 
that fin d in g will hold true on election day. Mr. Carter's real 
political antagonists prove to be the Iranians holding 50 
Americans hostage in Teheran, the Russians who snap their 
fingers at the U.S. from Afghanistan, the Europeans who call 
Mr. Carter names — and the inflation figures in November. 

The phenomenon of an electorate that tends much more to 
vote vindictively against an incumbent rather than 
enthusiastically for the challenger, is one that should have a 
familiar ring for Israeli politicians. 

Mr. Peres, especially, would be well advised to study the 
lessons of the New York public opinion polls, which awarded the 
Democratic primary to Mr. Carter, before he pockets the 62 
Knesset seats predicted for Labour by a recent poll here.

MORE U.S. WOMEN are working, 
.going to college, passing up 
'marriage and even committing 
crimes titan ever before, according 
to a new statistical portrait recent- 
-ly by the U.S. Census Bureau. 

"The changing social and 
; economic roles of women are most 
evident in .the increase in their 
labour force participation,” says 
the report, noting that for the first 
time in history more than half of all 
women over 16 years of age are in 
the labour force. That means they 
have jobs or are actively looking for 
them. 

But there's a catch, the report 
says. For while women are making 
substantial gains in the number of 
jobs, there has been little erosion of 
the earnings differential between 
men and women. 

As of 1977, the median earnings 
for women were 58.618 or about 59 
:per cent of the men's median in- 
come of $24,826. 

The bureau says that part of this 
continuing differential can be at- 
tributed to such factors as work ex- 
perience. educational attainment 
and types of jobs held. 


“However, discrimination in hir- 
ing. promotions, hours of work and 
pay cannot be ruled out as con- 
tributing to the differential,” the 
bureau added. 

AT THE RECENT opening of 
Young Artists' Week at Belt 
Hanassi, President Yitzhak Navon 
jokingly predicted a brilliant future 
for architect Ya’acov Rechter. the 
chairman of the Israeli Council of 
the Axnerican-Israel Cultural- Foun- 
dation.

IT IS CONVENTIONAL wisdom 
that a settlement of the Palestinian 
problem would go a long way 
towards solving the problems of the 
Middle East, and that it is primari- 
ly up to Israel to make such a settle- 
ment possible. This view is held by 
policy-makers, experts and ad- 
vocates ranging from Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance to the princes 
and prime ministers of the Arab, 
world; from the dovecotes of Israel 
to those in the American Jewish 
and non-Jewish communities. 

Instead of arguing the Issue for 
the thousandth time, let us. assume 
that Israel does what Washington 
wants It to do. Let iis further 
assume that this will lead to settle- 
ment of the Palestinian issue. The 
question then is: what would 
happen to American Interests in the 
Middle East: 

These assumptions include 
Israel’s withdrawal from the West 
Bank and Gaza with only minor 
border modifications; the holding 
of elections with the participation of 
the PLO, which would use its 
familiar tactics to assure itself of 
victory: and the establishment of a 
state or “entity” with a cosmetic 
link to Jordan and a cautiously 
worded and elusive promise not to 
commit aggression. These latter 
"concessions" by a PLO govern- 
ment would be made to meet the 
American need for a face-saving 
formula. 

Now to the bottom line: would 
such a settlement — or something- 
ing reasonably akin to it — save, or 
even serve, American interests in 
the Middle East? 

Starting at the outer edge of the 
area, a Palestinian settlement 
would not have deterred the Soviet 
Union from occupying Afghanistan. 


The withdrawal of Israel from the West Bank and Gaza 
and the establishment of a PLO-type administration is not 
helpful to American interests in the Middle East, writes 
ROBERT B. dOLDMANN. 


It would not have affected events in 
Iran. It would not have reduced the 
threat from those quarters to 
American interests in the Persian 
Gulf. Nor would it be likely to make 
the Saudi Arabian monarchy or the 
sheikhdoms in the area significant- 
ly more seenre than they are now. 
For these governments are im- 
perilled by forces within the 
Moslem world that have a life of 
their own and that rise from deeper 
wellsprings than the politics of the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

A PALESTINIAN settlement would 
also not dispose of Syria’s ambition 
to create a Greater Syria in the 
Lebanon-Jordan-Israel area, or 
dilute the strong political, economic 
and military links between Syria 
and the Soviet Union. Nor could one 
reasonably expect a turning away 
by Yasser Arafat from Moscow, 
which has been his weapons 
supplier for many years and which 
is the natural super-power ally of 
all movements committed to 
violent revolution and the use of 
terrorism. 

There is little chance that a 
Palestinian settlement would have 
a significant impact on the ups and 
downs in relations between Iraq 
and Syria, two heavily armed and 
volatile neighbours, each of which 
has territorial and political objec- 
tives within the Arab world. 

Lebanon's tragic plight might be 
somewhat eased, but not ended. 


given the deep rift between its 
Christian and Moslem com- 
munities, which has been exacer- 
bated by the massive presence of 
Palestinians but which also has a 
life of its own. 

And one cannot expect that a 
Palestinian settlement would 
automatically prompt a mass ex- 
odus of Palestinian Arabs from 
Lebanon to the West Bank, which 
has a limited absorptive capacity 
and cannot match the economic op- 
portunities available In other Arab 
countries. 

So much for what a Palestinian 
settlement would not be likely to do. 
But there are also consequences 
that ft would entail. It would reduce 
the defensihility of Israel to the 
point where its survival would be In 
question: a 15-kilometre-wide 
Israel at its vital centre, would 
diminish the deployment space for 
tanks to a . point where It would 
become virtually Impossible to 
resist a massive assault by armour 
from the east. 

Egypt, which is America’s best 
Arab friend as long as President 
Anwar Sadat remains in charge, 
would have to strengthen its anti- 
terrorist defences against both the 
PLO and Its western ally and 
banker, Libya. 

As to Jordan, B3ng Hussein’s real 
feelings and strategy vie-a-nis the 
PLO are known, his rhetoric of re- 
cent years notwithstanding. 

The dangers that led him to battle 


and' crush the PLO forces in 1«® 
would be likely to recur in more 
virulent form in the wake of -the 
kind of settlement being postulated. 

THUS,- a Palestinian settlement 
based on the withdrawal of Israel 
from the West Bank and -the - es- 
tablishment of. a PLO-type ad- 
ministration Is not helpful to 
American interests in the Middle 
East. What is needed is the Iden- 
tification and protection . of the 
highest priority assets of the U.S. 
And -the single most important' 
asset on America's side Is the 
reliability of Israel’s military 
power in its present disposition-. 

All Arab states and the Soviet 
Union respect this power and must 
take it into account as amajorfac- 
tor in any move they contemplate. 
Another asset is America's close 
relationship wjth—B^ypt .under 
President Sadaft, which, because of 
its dependence on one man,' Is less 
reliable than that the_U.S.- has with 
Israel, but still is a major factor ft 
needs to protect. ■ : - . 

FarZe&s dependable, hut stfii im- 
portant, is the need for American- 
protection of Saudi Arabia and 
other oil-producing countries on the 
peninsula.'

Sir, — The headline, “Blind 
Hatred.” which you gave the article 
of Wim van Leer (March .4), in- 
advertently, but. most aptly, 
describes his own shocking, 
vituperative outpouring. No one is 
spared bis vitriolic tongue — 
neither the Government, nor the 
Opposition, . nor . the political par- 
ties, nor the various religious 
elements that all make up the 
fabric of this nation. 

That this type of shameful article 
is written for local consumption is 
bad enough. However, Wim van 
Leer is, apparently, quite in- 
different to the fact that the paper 
in which it appeared is, nowadays, 
also on sale in Egypt. Accordingly, 
it must have been his intention to 
paint this destructive picture of 
Israel for the new Egyptian readers 
and the world at large. This theory 
gains further validity from the foot- 
note to the article telling readers 
that “a slightly abbreviated version 
of the article appeared in The New 
York Times' on March 3." 

Your writer was obviously not in 
the least concerned with Israel's 
image abroad or perhaps he 
deliberately set out to besmirch the 
nation, its leaders, its values and 
philosophies. In order to invite con- 
tempt and hostility. Sad and 
strange as it may be, the 
phenomenon of the self-hating Jew 
is not unknown, especially In dif- 
ficult periods of our history. 

There is really no point in 
debating with such an individual 
the essence ot Jewish survival In 
the last two millennia and the fac- 
tors that protected our ancestors 
from the assaults of their hostile 
surroundings. However, we should 
not allow van Leer’s principal dis- 
tortion to go unchallenged. 

He suggests that Prime Minister 
Begin revels in hatred and exploits 
it to unite his people around a type 
of Massada complex. 

There is nothing further from the 
truth. The philosophy of Menahem 
Begin is based on love — love of 
Eretz Yisrael, love of the Jewish 
People. love and consideration for 
the individual citizen and love for 
the future generations of our peo- 
ple. By his actions he has shown the 
same concern and compassion for 
members of other nations and even 
his former enemies. It was com- 
pletely in character that, among his 


first .acts as Prime Minister, he 
authorized the entry into Israel of 
over 100 Vietnamese refugees and 
subsequently he Initiated and en- 
couraged 'new practical inter- 
national action to aid the- “Boat 
people.” 

Far from withdrawing behind Im- 
aginary walls of hatred, as Van 
Leer suggests, Menahem Begin 
reached out to the enemies around 
us, invited them to enter into direct 
peace talks and steered a difficult, 
even painful course through the 
stormy seas of negotiations until — 
for the first time since the es- 
tablishment of the State — Israel 
terminated the state of war with its 
largest and principal enemy, and 
achieved normal relations with 
what Is now a non-belligerent 
neighbour. This peace process, with 
its sacrifice of territory that had 
been controlled by- Israel, airfields 
and oilfields, is the very antithesis 
of the so-called "siege mentality”, 
of which Wim van Leer speaks. To 
achieve this remarkable result, 
wise, firm and courageous 
leadership was required — and 
given- 

Van Leer asserts that the world is 
“growing tired of our abrasive 
gestures of defiance,*' and 
describes a drastic deterioration of 
our international standing. Within 
the confines of this letter, it would 
be impossible to comment. on each 
of his indicators, but in general his 
claims arc grossly exaggerated and 
distorted. 

For example, it is not true that 
U.S. aid to Israel has been 
specifically oyrtailed or that Invest- 
ment is "at an all-time low.” It was 
only to be expected that one of the 
by-products of the Israei-Egypt 
Peace Treaty would be a closer 
association between the United 
States and Egypt. 

Wim van Leer describes the pain- 
ful yerlda as though it were a recent 
occurrence. In fact, the trickle 
swelled into a flood long before the 
election of the present Government 
which has since been actively en- 
couraging those who left to return 
home. 

We have to concede that there Is a 
steadily growing acceptance of the 
PLO In the W estern world, but not 
for the reasons advanced by van 
Leer. The world, dependent on oil 
and subservient to its suppliers. Is 
indeed more indifferent to Israel’s 
needs, afraid of supporting us 
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publicly and anxious to curry 
favour with our inveterate enemies. 
Van Leer and his ilk imply that the 
PLO problem would disappear if we 
were to oblige them and the 
frightened world by doing their bid- 
ding even if, in the process, we 
would acquiesce in the dismember- 
ment and elimination of our State. 

Prime Minister Begin has 
criticized those -European 
governments who have displayed 
Indifference to the Camp David 
Agreement and. in some cases, 
their active opposition. “This is one 
of the paradoxes of history” he has 
said. “Usually the nations of the 
world condemn war. Now they op-, 
pose an historic peace agreement 
that has ended a 30-year state of 
war.” 

Polarization here and abroad has 
come about for the exact opposite 
reasons to those advanced fay Wim 
van Leer. As long as Israel was con- 
fined within' its. real or imaginary 
siege lines, the position was- very 
static. Once Menahem Begin reach- 
ed out beyond those lines to the new 
dimensions of active peace-making 
— which generates its own 
dynamism — Issues am( problems 
emerged that had been convenient- 
ly kept in the background or swept 
under the carpet. Indeed, there are 
difficulties, but they are there to be 
met and to be overcome. They will 
not be wished away, nor frightened 
off by abusive language and dis- 
paraging personal remarks in 
vituperative articles. 

Since Wim van Leer set out to 
paint our nation and Its leaders In 
the darkest and ugliest colours, one 
can only hope that Intelligent 
readers here-and abroad wOl have 
realized that his views is no way 
represent the true sentiments of the 
people of Israel.
